This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of 
7 March 2019, which was received in the National Security Agency (NSA) FOIA 
office on 8 March 2019, for “Any and all documents and materials (such as 
transcripts, analysis, files, reports, photographs, videos recordings, audio 
recordings etc..) be they electronic or otherwise regarding: Dag Hammarskjold.” 
On 12 March 2019, via email, you limited the time frame for the search to “17 
to 19 September 1961.” Your request has been assigned Case Number 
106510. For purposes of this request and based on the information you 
provided in your letter, you are considered an “all other” requester. There are 
no assessable fees for this request. Your request has been processed under the 
FOIA. 


One document responsive to your request has been reviewed by this 
Agency as required by the FOIA and has been found to be currently and 
properly classified in accordance with Executive Order 13526. This document 
meets the criteria for classification as set forth in in Subparagraph (c) of 
Section 1.4 and remain classified TOP SECRET as provided in Section 1.2 of 
Executive Order 13526. The document is classified because its disclosure 
could reasonably be expected to cause exceptionally grave damage to the 
national security. The information is exempt from automatic declassification in 
accordance with Section 3.3(b)(1), (3), and (8) of E.O. 13526. Because the 
document is currently and properly classified, it is exempt from disclosure 
pursuant to the first exemption of the FOIA (5 U.S.C. Section 552(b)(1)). The 
information is exempt from automatic declassification in accordance with 
Section 3.3(b)(1), (3), and (8) of E.O. 13526.

Because we are unable to make 
determinations as to the releasability of the other agency’s information, the 
subject document has been referred to the appropriate agency for review and 
direct response to you.
